Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

I  have  presented  it  in  the  same  form  as  adopted  last  year. 

Apart  from  measles,  which  is  always  the  most  notified 
infectious  disease,  whooping  cough,  and  some  cases  of  pneumonia 
among  adults,  it  was  a  healthy  year. 

Some  years  ago  the  provision  of  piped  water  supply  to  the 
whole  area  was  the  main  problem.  It  was  tackled  with  energy 
and  when  the  water  undertaking  was  handed  over  to  the  Wessex 
Water  Board  in  1963  every  parish  in  the  district  had  a  wholesome 
piped  water  supply. 

Now  the  main  problem  is  sewerage.  The  Council  has  tackled 
this  problem  with  the  same  imagination  as  the  previous  one.  The 
scheme  devised  to  deal  with  sewerage  of  the  whole  district, 
produced  during  the  year,  has  met  with  Ministry  commendation.  It 
now  remains  to  implement  it  as  soon  as  possible.

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

Population  The  Registrar  General  gives  the  estimated  mid  year 
population  for  1966  as  13,760,  an  increase  on  last  year's  figure. 
The  population  density  is  0.23  per  acre.  The  product  of  a  penny 
rate  is  now  £1,390  and  the  rateable  value  £358,881. 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  birth  rate  for  1966  was  20.52, 
which  is  well  above  the  national  figure  of  17.7.  There  were  17 
illegitimate  births,  one  more  than  last  year,  which  gives  a  rate 
of  6.9%  of  total  live  births. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  year  was  10.55; 
the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7.  Our  way 
of  life  often  dictates  our  way  of  death.  In  highly  industrialised 
countries  like  Britain  the  pattern  of  causes  of  death  is  similar. 
The  commonest  causes  of  death  are  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  followed  by  cancer  and  then  accidents.  Up  to  the  age  of 
45  accidents,  mainly  car  accidents,  are  the  most  widespread  cause 
of  death.  Appendix  A,  Table  3  gives  details  of  the  causes  of 
death  in  the  Langport  Rural  District  during  1966.  Heart  diseases 
caused  52  deaths;  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (strokes) 
caused  13  and  a  further  10  were  due  to  other  circulatory  diseases. 
There  were  29  deaths  due  to  cancer,  three  of  these  were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung.  Fourteen  people  died  from  pneumonia  and  seven 
from  bronchitis.  About  two-thirds  of  the  patients  seen  with  lung 
cancer  die  in  the  first  year  after  attending  hospital.  The  five 
year  survival  rate  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  probably  less  than 
5%  yet  large  numbers  of  people  persist  in  heavy  cigarette  smoking 
knowing  its  association  with  lung  cancer  and  heart  disease.  At 
present  the  chances  of  a  striking  improvement  in  early  diagnosis 
and  treatment  are  not  encouraging;  prevention  would  therefore  seem 
to  be  the  sensible  precaution.  The  change  in  smoking  habits  that 
has  taken  place  amongst  doctors  has  reduced  their  mortality  from 


lung  cancer  at  the  same  time  that  it  has  been  rising  steeply  in 
the  general  public.  Heavy  cigarette  smokers  often  suggest  that 
if  they  are  going  to  get  lung  cancer  they  will  be  just  as  likely 
to  get  it  if  they  stop  as  if  they  carry  on  but  statistics  show 
that  this  is  not  the  case.  The  incidence  of  lung  cancer  in 
heavy  cigarette  smokers  who  give  up  the  habit  is  significantly 
less  than  in  those  who  persist. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1966. 

Stillbirths  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no 
stillbirths  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality  Two  infants  died  during  the  first  day  of 
life  due  to  congenital  abnormality. 

Social  Conditions  1966  was  a  difficult  year  for  the  Country 
generally.  Our  economy  was  not  financially  sound  and  measures 
had  to  be  taken  to  put  matters  right.  The  wages  freeze  which  was 
announced  in  July  was  one  of  the  measures  designed  to  do  this. 

No  increase  in  wages  was  permitted,  but  the  cost  of  living 
continued  to  rise  and  unemployment  increased.  The  lower  income 
group  were  particularly  hard  hit. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

The  general  health  services  are  provided  and  administered 
by  the  local  health  authority,  the  County  Council  and  they  con¬ 
tinued  to  function  smoothly  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  numbers  attending  the  Curry  Rivel  Clinic  increased 
and  an  additional  clinic  was  started,  making  two  clinics  a 
month.  The  district  nurse  at  Isle  Brewers  also  commenced  a 
weighing  clinic  there.  Details  are  shorn  in  Appendix  B,  Table  1. 

Details  of  the  school  medical  inspections  I  carried  out  in 
the  area  are  shown  in  Appendix  3,  Table  2. 

Dr.  Evans  who  has  worked  as  a  school  medical  officer  in 
part  of  our  area  for  many  years,  retired  due  to  ill  health  and 
I  am  grateful  to  him  for  his  painstaking  work  over  such  a  long 
period. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases 

Details  of  notifications  are  shown  in  Appendix  C,  Table  1. 

There  were  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough 
among  the  young  people  and  a  few  cases  of  pneumonia  among  adults, 
otherwise  there  was  little  infectious  disease. 

Routine  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  continued  to  be  given  at  the  clinics 
and  by  general  practitioners.  Trivax  vaccine  was  used.  Oral 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  given  at  the  same  time  or  as  a 
separate  course.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  was  also  done  at 
the  clinic  and  in  doctors'  surgeries.  Details  of  these  procedures 
are  shown  in  Appendix  C,  Table  2. 

I  carried  out  my  3.C.G.  vaccination  programme  against 
tuberculosis  in  the  spring.  Children  born  in  1952  and  1953  were 
those  selected. 

Requests  for  cervical  smear  examination  were  received  and 
referred  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  County  Council  made 
application  to  the  Ministry  to  make  provision  for  the  taking  of 
smears.  This  received  the  Minister's  approval  and  arrangements 
were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  implement  this  service. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  carried  out  surveys  in  Curry 
Rivel,  Langport  and  Somerton  and  details  are  shown  in  Appendix  C, 
Table  3.  No  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  detected  and, 
in  fact,  only  one  abnormality  was  discovered  amongst  the  200  odd 
who  were  examined. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 

Climatic  Conditions  1966  was  a  wet  and  disappointing  summer 
with  rainfall  averaging  about  43"  in  the  district. 

Water  Supply  The  water  supply  to  the  Rural  District,  which 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Wessex  Water  Board,  was  generally 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year  in  quality  and  quantity.  Of  the 
33  samples  taken  by  the  Water  Board,  32  were  satisfactory  and  one 
was  reported  as  unsatisfactory  but  contamination  was  probably  due 
to  poor  sampling  technique.  In  addition,  our  Health  Department 
examined  a  further  22  samples  of  the  piped  water  supply  and  all 
proved  satisfactory.  Some  private  supplies  from  wells  were  also 
examined,  two  of  these  were  satisfactory  and  four  unsatisfactory. 
Undoubtedly  if  all  the  private  supplies  in  the  District  wore 
sampled  a  fair  number  of  them  would  be  found  to  be  contaminated. 

The  Council  reaffirmed  their  support  for  the  fluoridation 
of  water  supplies  but  so  far  the  Wessex  Water  Board  have  not 
implemented  this  request.  Undoubtedly  they  are  influenced  by  lack 
of  support  from  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Throughout  the  year  the  Health 
Department  received  complaints  about  drainage  and  sewage  disposal 
in  various  parishes.  Usually  the  problem  is  caused  by  the  effluent 
from  septic  tanks  contaminating  ditches.  Of  the  four  parishes  with 
sewage  disposal  works,  only  Kingsbury  Episcopi  and  Langport  can  be 
considered  satisfactory.  The  works  at  Curry  Rivel  are  grossly 
overloaded  and  at  Somerton,  where  surprisingly  the  effluent  samples 
are  usually  satisfactory,  the  system  of  broad  irrigation  is 
rapidly  beaming  unequal  to  the  increasing  demands  on  it.  A  few 
years  ago  it  was  only  necessary  to  pump  the  sludge  from  the 
collecting  chambers  every  eighteen  months  to  two  years.  It  is  now 
imperative  to  do  it  every  month. 


The  outline  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the 
whole  Rural  District  was  examined  by  a  Ministry  inspector  in 
November  and  as  a  result  of  his  report  we  were  informed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  that  "We  can  commend 
the  Council  for  their  wisdom  in  considering  at  one  time  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  needs  of  their  whole  area  instead 
of  submitting  isolated  schemes  piecemeal." 

Under  this  scheme  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  four 
sewage  disposal  works  and  the  small  treatment  installations  on 
various  housing  sites  will  be  eliminated.  It  is  hoped  to  commence 
by  building  a  disposal  works  at  Fivohead  and  this  will  be 
designed  so  that  it  can  be  extended  to  serve  the  whole  of  the 
western  area.  The  next  works  which  should  receive  attention  are 
Somerton  because  until  a  modern  plant  is  installed  there  it  is 
impossible  to  pump  the  sewage  from  parishes  such  as  Kingsdon 
which  are  in  urgent  need  of  proper  sewage  disposal. 

Although  the  estimated  cost  of  the  comprehensive  scheme 
will  be  in  the  region  of  £1,350,009,  the  sooner  this  work  is 
completed  the  better.  Experience  has  shorn  that  a  scheme 
estimated  to  cost  £100,000  frequently  costs  up  to  a  third  more 
five  years  later. 

The  Committee  continued  to  press  property  owners  in  Langport 
and  Huish  Episcopi  who  had  not  already  been  connected  with  the 
sewer  to  do  so;  471  were  already  connected.  Although  the  number 
of  properties  not  yet  connected  may  appear  large,  there  are  many 
difficult  legal  and  technical  circumstances  which  make  progress 
slow  and  much  has  been  achieved  by  the  patient  and  skilful 
negotiation  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Collection  The  Council  continued 
to  give  a  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  in  22  parishes  and  a 
weekly  collection  in  three.  The  Council  use  a  single  tip  at 
Badger’s  Cross,  Somerton,  using  two  vehicles.  The  tip  is  controlled 
with  the  help  of  a  Bristol  Taurus  Bulldozer. 
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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  There  is  one 
caravan  site  licensed  for  seasonal  occupation  and  29  individual 
caravan  licenses  in  operation.  There  are  a  few  gypsies  who 
reside  in  the  area  from  time  to  time,  usually  in  transit  from 
winter  quarters  to  summer  occupation. 

Public  Conveniences  The  Council  continued  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  at  the  Somerton  and  Langport 
conveniences,  despite  occasional  damage  caused  by  a  small 
minority  of  the  public. 

Rodent  Control  The  Council's  rodent  operator  was  fully 
employed  throughout  the  year  with  routine  test  baiting  and 
treatment  of  Council-owned  property  and  regular  inspections  of 
farms  who  have  a  contract  with  the  Council  for  this  service. 

In  addition,  treatment  is  carried  out  to  private  properties 
free  of  charge  but  business  and  agricultural  premises  are  treated 
at  cost. 

Nuisances  Complaints  of  nuisance  received  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  vary  considerably,  A  very  high  proportion 
concerned  complaints  of  smell  due  to  unsatisfactory  drainage  but 
others  included  complaints  of  fly  nuisance,  dumping  of  motor 
vehicles  and  smells  not  due  to  drainage,  e.g.  burning  feathers. 

Of  course  a  number  also  referred  to  unsatisfactory  housing. 

These  complaints  were  dealt  with  promptly  by  the  Inspectors. 

The  old  gentleman  and  his  cats  continued  to  be  a  source  of 
irritation  to  the  village  of  Keinton  Mandeville.  Finally  the  old 
chap  was  persuaded  to  accept  accommodation  in  an  old  peoples' 
home  in  V/ incanton  and  left  his  house  in  the  charge  of  a  housekeeper 
who  proceeded  to  clean  it  up  but  progress  was  slow. 

B.  Factories  Act 

Details  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  2. 
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C.  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

There  are  59  premises  registered  under  this  Act  but  apart 
from  registration  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  any  inspections 
to  secure  compliance  with  the  Act. 

D.  Housing 

Reference  to  Appendix  D,  Table  3  shows  that  the  Council 
erected  24  houses  during  the  year  and  an  additional  79  were 
completed  by  private  enterprise.  In  addition  a  further  92  were 
in  the  course  of  erection. 

The  rent  rebate  scheme  which  has  been  in  operation  for  some 
ten  years  was  revised  in  February. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  a  total  of  266  applicants 
for  re-housing,  46  of  these  were  for  old  peoples*  dwellings. 

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Milk  There  are  12  registered  distributors  and  five 
registered  dairy  premises.  Milk  production  and  the  routine 
sampling  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  staff. 
Results  of  this  testing  are  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Department.  Brucella  abortus  was  found  in  the  milk  from  one 
farm  where  a  licence  for  the  retailing  of  untreated  milk  was  in 
operation.  I  served  a  Heat  Treatment  Notice  on  the  farm  and 
accommodation  milk  was  obtained  so  that  the  milk  round  could  be 
continued.  Detailed  examination  of  the  herd  showed  that  some 
five  animals  were  involved.  One  was  sent  to  market  and  four 
isolated.  The  Heat  Treatment  Notice  was  still  operative  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  Committee  expressed  grave  concern  that  it 
was  possible  for  a  cow  to  be  sent  to  the  market  without  disclosing 
the  fact  that  it  was  an  excreter  of  brucella  abortus.  Energetic 
efforts  were  made  to  trace  the  ultimate  destination  of  this 
particular  cow  which  was  sold  in  Yeovil  market  and  resold  in 
Dorchester,  allegedly  for  slaughter,  but  no  confirmation  of  this 
could  ever  be  obtained. 
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Ice  Cream  77  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 
pre-packed  ice  cream.  Before  registration  the  premises  are 
inspected  and  at  subsequent  visits  a  check  is  made  to  see  whether 
they  continue  to  conform  to  the  Regulations.  Eight  samples 
were  submitted  for  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Meat  There  are  five  private  slaughter  houses  registered 
in  the  Rural  District.  All  have  been  brought  up  to  a  satisfactory 
standard.  Two  of  our  Inspectors  are  employed  part-time  on  the 
inspection  of  meat  and  they  maintain  1001  inspection  service. 
Details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  can  be  seen  in  Appendix  D, 
Table  4. 

Food  Hygiene.  General  Regulations  Routine  inspection  of 
food  premises  continued  and  informal  action  secured  continuing 
improvement  of  the  standards  and,  where  necessary,  compliance 
with  the  Regulations.  There  are  83  premises  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

F.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act.  1963 

There  are  two  premises  registered  under  this  Act. 

Inspection  of  each  was  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  staff 
who  were  satisfied  in  both  cases.
